During the interview. Applicants' representative discussed the October 27, 
2008 Amendment, and how the § 103(a) rejection is seen to be overcome by the remarks 
contained therein. More particularly. Applicants' representative argued that the first 
rendering means of Claim 1 applies the generalized high-quality mode one scan line at a 
time, and the seconding rendering means applies the generalized CMYK high-speed mode 
where the last step - binary rendering, for example - is done one scan line at a time. 
Ohnishi, on the other hand, does not disclose or suggest the second rendering means of 
Claim 1. 

In response, the Examiner indicated that he would study Ohnishi in further 
detail for the claimed second rendering means, before issuing a next Action.
